We little realize the power of 
association. 
We are shaped by it. 
physically, mentally, and spiritually.

I have never forgotten the state­ 
ment of a champion tennis player 
who told me that she always chose 
better players than herself with 
which to play. 
As a lover of tine 
writing and really great literature, 
I have sought to have wily books 
of this nature in my library—so that 
I might gain inspiration for any 
mood in which I might find myself 
—in this manner seeking to improve 
both my thinking and my own writ­ 
ing, such as it is. 
It is inspiring to be in the pres­ 
ence of superior people—and by this 
I do not mean those who have a

London, Oct 28—The Archbishop 
of Canterbury. Dr. William Temple, 
tells me he believes Anglo-Amer­ 
ican friendship is one of the first 
needs in rebuilding the post-war 
world and he is concerned over a 
report he has received that 
the 
United States may draw away from 
this country because of B ritain’s 
trend to the '‘left.’* 
When the archbishop speaks of 
the ‘'left'' he is not using the ex­ 
pression in tile political sense but 
/Ii 
its broad 
Socialistic 
mailing. 
He has in mind England's social 
upheavel which is heading toward 
equal opportunity for all with spe­ 
cial privileges for none. 
His arace asked lf there was dan­ 
ger of amity and cooperation be­ 
tween the two countries being harm ­ 
ed by this tendency. 
I assured him that my observa­ 
tion led me to believe that the 
United States was surging forward 
with the times and that we should 
keep step with England in any hu­ 
manitarian developments. 
Special Interest in Movement 
Tile archbishop has a very special 
Interest in this "leftist'’ movement 
in Britain because, forsooth, he 
himself is a vital part in it. In Dr. 
Temple we have a curious break 
in 
generations 
of 
conservatism 
which have occupied the Prim ate’s 
tlirone. 
He not only has been named a 
member of the Labor party but for 
years has urged the rank and file 
toward a goal of partnership In in­ 
dustries iii which they serve and 
has called for limitation of the 
profits of capital. 
He has done this while vested in­ 
terests have roared "leftist” and 
“radical,’’ but this most outspoken 
liberal of all the long line of Eng­ 
land’s Primates never has given a 
tinker’s dam for harsh names. 
He has kept on preaching hi* 
Socialistic brand of practical Chris­ 
tianity both through his brilliant 
tongue and his equally brilliant 
writings. 
Finally. last February, despite the 
sensational manner In which he had 
been standing diehards on their 
heads, he was culled at the age of 
60 from the Archbishopric of York 
to Ids present high position upon 
the resignation of Dr. Cosmo Lang. 
W hat I really called on the Arch­ 
bishop for was to get his views on 
the delectable subject of hanging 
Hitler and whether the Allies were 
fighting this war for Christianity— 
a m atter of some debate in England. 
The question of the "leftist” move­ 
ment Just cropped up Incidentally. 
Social Revolution 
I ’m glad this angle did appear be­ 
cause it emphasizes what a lot of 
people fall to realize—that not only 
Britain but the United States and 
many other countries are undergoing 
a great social revolution which is 
being spurred on by the war. 
As I travel about and meet great 
leaders like Dr. Temple I increas­ 
ingly encounter this "leftist" note. 
'Hie archbishop received me iii his 
official London home, ancient Lam­ 
beth palace, against which snuggled 
the Church of St. Mary, w’hose w rit­ 
ten history runs back 900 years and 
there loses trial. 
Both palace and 
church have suffered heavily from 
Hitler's hate but they still serve 
those who seek guidance. 
Dr. Temple is a grand fellow to 
meet. Should that seem a shock­ 
ingly 
undignified 
way 
to 
speak 
about the primate of all England 
(and it probably is), my reply is 
that I'm trying to introduce you to 
one of the "regulars.” If you could 
experience his delightfully friendly 
personality and see him throw’ back 
his head in peals of schoolboy 
laughter, 
you 
would 
understand 
what I mean. 
He Is the sort of chap I d like to 
go fishing with and as a dyed-in- 
the-wool fisherman, th a t’s the high­ 
est compliment I can pay him. 
Fighting for Christianity? 
He looks well in his Mack breeches, 
gaiters and knee-lcngth frock coat, 
but I d like to see him in an old 
tweed suit up on Mooschead lake in 
Maine with a fly rod in his hand.

his attention to a question which 
had been asked In the House of 
Commons while I was present the 
other day. 
A member’s Inquiry was based on 
statements recently made by Vis­ 
count Halifax and the British am­ 
bassador to Spain. Tile envoys w’cre 
said to have defined the Issues of 
the war “as establishment of Chris­ 
tina civilization and Christian bro­ 
therhood.” 
The questioner asked whether in 
view of the fact th at "millions of 
Jews, Hindus. Moslem rationalists 
and atheists are engaged In prose­ 
cuting the war” the government 
would indicate "that war and peace 
aims of the United Nations should 
be expressed in the broad and gen­ 
erally accepted terms of the Atlan­ 
tic charter and not as the exclusive 
concern of Christianity or any body 
of religious faith.” 
To this the undersecretary of 
foreign affairs replied: 
"No. sir! 
Though the Atlantic 
charter remains the authoritative 
expression of the war aims of his 
Majesty's government, I think my 
honorable friend would admit that 
the charter falls within the broad 
principles of Christianity as would, 
I hope, any other alms to which his 
Majesty’s 
government 
subscribe." 
Cheers greeted this answer. 
Naziism Es A n ti-C h ristian 
Dr. Temple approached the sub­ 
ject with the remark th at "Naziism 
Is opposed to Christianity.” 
"It is an anti-ChrLstian thing we 
are fighting." he said. 
"Naziism 
puts no limits to the state; th at is 
to say. it makes it absolute. Chris­ 
tianity must resist th at and insist 
that the state owes allegiance to 
God. 
"Our civilization has many Chris­ 
tian features. The beliefs of civil­ 
ized peoples are akin to Christianity 
though the Moas may have come 
from other religions So we are fight­ 
ing against an anti-Christian thing 
and for something which Is in har­ 
mony with Christianity. 
"However, we are not fighting for 
the Christian faith itself. Moslems, 
Hindus. Jews and followers of other 
religions are bat*ling beside the 
Christians for civilization. 
"To say. for instance, th at we are 
fighting for the doctrines of the 
incaniation 
and 
the 
atonement 
would be nonsense.” 
The doctor’s kindly, found face 
broke into a broad grin—and then, 
as was inevitable, he threw back his 
head and laughed and laughed. 
Give Every Man His Chance 
It empliasized his point and you 
couldn’t help laughing with him. 
"In this ultimate sense of Chris­ 
tian faith it would be wrong to 
fight for it," Dr. Temple continued. 
“You can’t extend it by fighting. 
Missionaries must not fight. 
"However, in this war. we are 
resisting an anti-Christian thing. 
We are keeping open the w’ay of 
life that agrees with Christianity. 
“We are fighting to give every I 
man his chance. 
T hat is democ­ 
racy we are fighting for and that is 
part of practical Christianity.” 
I asked his Grace if he regarded 
Hitler as anti-Christ. The primate 
nodded and then told a story which 
was new’ to me. It was this; 
"I understand that when Hitler 
came to power he called in members 
of the churches for a conference. 
He told them that he did not want 
any trouble with them but that he 
regarded Christianity a* a dying 
thing. 
He added: ‘You go on, but 
don’t interfere with me and I won’t 
interfere with you.’ 
"Later, he encountered opposition 
of which Rev. Martin Niemoeller is 
an outstanding example. Then Ute 
internm ent camps were lilied with 
Christians. 
"Hitler is out to destroy Chris­ 
tianity, 
Nazi leaders are definitely 
working for tills goal and he fully 
acquiesces. 
"He 
believes 
in

pantheistic 
super-human force W’h ic h he calls 
God. To his mind the German race 
is the liighest expression of this 
force. 
Exhibition of Paganism 
"He gave an exhibition of his 
paganism when he delivered his 
eulogy at tile funeral of Hlnden- 
burg. 
Hitler invited the spirit of 
the soldier-president to enter Val­ 
halla. Well, Valhalla hardly fits lh 
with the Christian conception of 
the hereafter.”
